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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant argues that Fernandez et al. (USPN 6,697,103) fails to teach generating a reminder message and 
automatically removing the reminder message upon completion of a scheduled task. Apparently Applicant believes that generating an 
alert to ensure timely completion of a task or timely delivery of an object is not a reminder message. In this regard, Applicant's argument 
turns on the definition of a reminder message, which is thought by Examiner to mean notifying a user that a task needs to be completed. 
If the Examiner's interpretation is correct, there is no doubt that Fernandez teaches this feature (col. 9 lines 26 - col. 10 line 15, "software 
agents effective It... coordinate] timely delivery of product, services, or other electronic data or signaling.") Furthermore, the schedule 
disclosed in Fernandez is only concerned with future events or those that have gone overdue without completion. The schedule is used 
to ensure compliance with a set of tasks, not to provide persistent information regarding completed tasks. In that sense, once a 
scheduled task is completed, it is removed from the schedule, and therefore the reminder message ceases to exist. Though Fernandez . 
may not explicitly discuss the deletion of past event, it inherently follows from the discussion therein, as the schedule is only used to 
coordinate future activities and/or those that are overdue and not yet complete. 
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
